Allo fince Father Philips was committed to 
the Tower.there hath to the nu nber of about an 
hundred luſty ſtout fellowes taken up lodgings 
about the Tower, to what intents God knowes:

honourable Houle of Parliament, it hath pleaſed 
 themto command them to cuſtody, where they 
remaine about the Tower, part at the Ship and 
the reft at other places about the Tower, untill 
it pleaic the honourable Aſſembly further to 
cxamige the matter,
